By 3:20 a.m. Saturday, it had become 
cold at George Allen Field and it was 
getting harder to stay awake, but that 
didn’t stop the crowd that had gathered 
for the 12th annual Relay For Life from 
cheering, walking and even squatting. 

“We're squatting for cancer,’ par- 
ticipants yelled as they passed through 
the tent set up by Delta Sigma Pi’s, a 
professional business fraternity. 

At George Allen Field, across from 
the Student Recreation and Wellness 
Center, 46 organizations, including Al- 
pha Phi Omega, Phi Kappa Psi, Gamma 
Phi Beta, Petra, the California Health 
Professional Student Alliance and sev- 
eral other Long Beach organizations, 
signed-up for the Relay For Life, a 24- 
hour fundraiser for the American Can- 
cer Society. 

The on-campus event raised more 
than $22,000 and saw a total of 524 
participants, according to the Relay For 
Life website. 

In the background a familiar Dis- 
ney song from the movie “Frozen” was 
playing. The sound was coming from 
a speaker in a fanny pack attached to 
Kaitlyn Martison, a sophomore liberal 
arts major, who said she wanted to help 
keep people awake and entertained. 

It worked and people who knew the 
lyrics sang along as she walked with

Organizations, like Petra, continued 
to fundraise at the event by offering 
snacks, drinks and games in exchange 
for a monetary donation. They were 
selling Butterbeer, a blend of root beer 
and créme soda with a drizzle of cara- 
mel and a lot of whipped créme.

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‘Heartbleed’ 
bug raises 
security 
concerns

Although no vulnerabilities have been 
detected, Cal State Long Beach students 
are being urged to change their passwords 
in order to avoid having their personal in- 
formation stolen via the “Heartbleed” bug. 

“Heartbleed,” also known as an Inter- 
net bug, is a weakness found in OpenSSL 
software, a technology that keeps personal 
data protected, according to heartbleed. 
com. If exploited, the bug can allow hack- 
ers to steal personal information and data, 
monitor communications and impersonate 
different Internet users. 

Janet Foster, associate vice president for 
information technology services, sent an 
email to students Thursday asking them to 
change their passwords. 

“We wanted to let you know that 
CSULB has taken action to scan for and 
address this vulnerability on our campus 
servers,” Foster said in the email. “ Please 
remember to use good practices in select- 
ing a strong password — that it is suffi- 
ciently long, and complex, and includes a 
combination of numerals and characters.”

Mahoney said the search for the new 
vice president began in the fall, and 
that the final four candidates were cho- 
sen out of a pool of more than 80 appli- 
cants. In addition, applicants remained 
anonymous up until the finalists were 
chosen. 

“Students should come out to the 
open forum and then let us know about 
what they think of the candidates,” 
Mahoney said. “All the candidates will 
be meeting with [Associated Students 
Inc.], so your elected representatives

will also have a lot of feedback on the 
candidates. 

Applicants were selected through 
executive search firm Storbeck Pi- 
mentel, which CSULB used to fill the 
provost, chancellor and president posi- 
tions, Mahoney said. 

“It’s quite a common practice to 
use a search firm to help you iden- 
tify really strong candidates,” she 
said. “I think the quality of our fi- 
nalists demonstrate they did a really 
good job.”

The final hiring decision, Mahoney 
said, will be made by incoming univer- 
sity president Jane Close Conoley. She 
also said that the new president is anx- 
ious to hear what the students, faculty 
and staff have to say. 

“President Conoley will get feed- 
back from Interim President [Don] 
Para, all of the current vice presi- 
dents, students, faculty and staff,’ 
Mahoney said. “I imagine she is go- 
ing to collect all of this to make her 
decision.”

ASI SHOULD BE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE COMMUNITY GARDEN PROJECT 


fter all the hype around campus about a potential community 
garden, it looks like the project has hit a wall in trying to 
answer one fundamental question — who’s going to manage the 
garden? 

We assumed that ASI would manage the garden project, but that isn’t the 
case. 

Associated Students Inc. Vice President Jonathon Bolin has been the pioneer 
of the project, which aimed to create a sizeable garden near the campus housing 
office. Along with senior engineering student Vincent Holguin, Bolin has pro- 
moted the project as being an educational, team- and community-building asset 
for Cal State Long Beach. 

The community garden project has been in the works since this time last 
year. When we first heard of the project, we were optimistic and excited 
about the benefits a community garden could bring to the student body. 

With the community garden, the campus could grow its own organic produce 
within walking distance from the dorms and many classrooms. It could help 
answer questions like, “Where does my produce come from? What’s this wax 
coating on my apple? Am I eating a ball of pesticides?” 

Bolin and Holguin said that administration instructed them to start 
.a student organization to oversee the garden, but were later told that it 
wouldn’t be possible because student organizations are not legal, indepen- 
dent entities and cannot enter into the contracts necessary to manage the 
garden. 

Bolin said he doesn’t think ASI should manage the garden because the 
“project had grown outside of ASI,” meaning that several organizations and de- 
partments on campus have expressed interest in utilizing the garden alongside 
students. 

Student Life and Development, which oversees student organizations, doesn’t 
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seem to be interested in running it either. Jeff Klaus, associate vice president 
for student services and dean of students said that SLD is “not in the business of 
running a garden.” Well, OK then. 

Klaus said SLD, which oversees student organizations on campus, does 
not enter land | 

Klaus said that one of the campuses’ academic units could also take it - 
on, though we don’t know if any colleges are looking into that at the mo- 
ment. 

The way we see it, the best way to resolve this is for ASI to take control 
of the community garden, which should not rock the boat too much seeing 
as how the garden has been planned by predominantly, if not entirely, ASI 
members. 

ASI has played a huge role in the establishment of many projects campus- 
wide, so we feel that the garden would be right up their ally. Look at the 
farmers market for example. 

Additionally, several buildings on campus are already leased and 
operated by ASI, including the Student Recreation and Wellness Center, 
the University Student Union and Soroptimist House, which leads us to 
believe that the multi-million dollar organization has the experience nec- 
essary to facilitate and manage the project efficiently. 

With new campus leaders entering the mix who may want to have a say in 
the development of the project, such as incoming campus president Jane Close 
Conoley and a soon-to-be-filled vice president of student services, we think that 
the project’s launch could still be a fair while off. 

We are sad that so much effort has gone into planning the garden only for it 
to run into a standstill as summer approaches. It’s like the seeds have already 
planted, but without anyone there to take care of the garden, the project may not 
have a chance to grow.

The annual Turner Classic Movies Film 
Festival celebrates and encourages the 
preservation of classic films.

When current movies are discussed, 
the artists mentioned may include Drew 
Barrymore, George Clooney and Blake 
Lively. 

Names that are less often discussed, 
though, include Quincy Jones, John 
Barrymore, Rosemary Clooney and Er- 
nie Lively, and what many don’t realize 
is that the latter list has paved the way 
for film as we know it today. 

Studying the history of film, as with 
all facets of history, shows people to- 
day how to replicate successful models 
from the past and how to avoid mistakes 
that have already been made. 

That was the predominant theme pres- 
ent in the films, music and speakers at 
the fifth annual Turner Classic Movie 
Film Festival in Hollywood from April 
10 to 13. TCM is a television network that 
airs movies ranging from “Casablanca” 
to more recent films such as “Field of 
Dreams” starring Kevin Costner. 

While it is often thought of as a chan- 
nel that airs only old black and white 
films, it is actually the history channel 
for feature films because it provides 
historical information on music and art- 
ists from the films’ time period. 

This year’s TCM festival was 
themed, “Family in the Movies: The 
Ties that Bind,’ and celebrated the 
network’s 20th birthday and the fifth 
anniversary of the festival. The event 
featured nearly one hundred guests and 
speakers who were pioneers in enter- 
tainment and are still important con- 
tributors to films being made today, in- 
cluding Jerry Lewis, Quincy Jones and 
Mel Brooks.

the theme of the festival as it aimed 
to shed light on “the filmmaking dy- 
nasties that have entertained genera- 
tions,” according to the festival’s web- 
site. 

Lewis played a major role in mak- 
ing the Video Assist system, which al- 
lows filmmakers immediate playback 
of takes when a scene is filmed. Not to 
mention, in 1963 he directed and played 
as the original “Nutty Professor”. Yes 
— there was one before Eddie Murphy. 

Additionally, Brooks was a frontrun- 
ner in comedy with projects such as 
“Blazing Saddles” and “The Producers,” 
a musical that made Brooks well known 
for not only film, but Broadway, as well. 

Having been nicknamed “Q” by 
Frank Sinatra, Jones often doesn’t 
need an introduction considering his 
mentors include prominent musicians 
such as Louis Armstrong, Miles Da- 
vis and Ray Charles. Thanks to his 
many influences and accomplish- 
ments, he has had a consistent influ- 
ence on the world of entertainment 
and beyond. 

Within the first ten minutes of Jones’ 
discussion, he discussed how the cli- 
max and resolution of a musical piece 
makes scoring music a delicate process. 
Jones drew for the audience an imagi- 
native picture of a horror movie with- 
out music, and explained not only how 
much different it would look, but how 
much less frightening it would be for 
the audience. 

The importance of music in film was 
demonstrated by showing of the 1923 
film, “Why Worry?” because composer 
and maestro Carl Davis conducted a 
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live orchestra for the soundtrack of the 
classic as it played. 


Jones said that education on the art of’ 


film is lacking in today’s youth, who are 
instead focused on knowledge of Hol- 
lywood and celebrities. 

Jones also discussed the fact that 
America is one of few countries that 
does not have a designated Minister of 
Culture. He made the point that like 
storytelling, film is a part of the Ameri- 
can culture that should be passed down. 

Suzanne Lloyd, an archivist of old 
classical films and speaker at the festi- 
val, talked quite a bit about archiving 
and how culture can be preserved. Su- 
zanne Lloyd is the granddaughter of 
Harold Lloyd, the star of “Why Worry?”. 

Among the many other films hon- 
ored was the well known “Wizard of 
Oz,” starring Judy Garland. Highlights 
of Garland’s career were shown prior to 
the 75th anniversary screening of the 
“Wizard of Oz,” one of the most popu- 
lar events during the festival. 

Specific films were also discussed 
at the festival, including Alan Arkin’s 
“The Heart is a Lonely Hunter.” He 
told a story of a time when his crew 
was shooting the film in Selma, Ala., 
and they were expecting to be met with 
bigotry and racism since some of their 
cast and crew were African American. 
On the contrary, though, they were met 
with open arms. Arkin told this story 
to demonstrate the power film has in 
bringing people together.

The 49ers (33-11, 10-2 Big West) saw 
their perfect conference record end last 
Wednesday as Cal State Fullerton (26- 
18-1, 7-5) dominated them in back-to- 
back games. The 49ers offense was held 


the NCAA tournament Saturday af- 
ter falling to Pepperdine in four sets 
during the quarterfinals of the MPSF 
tournament. 

Pepperdine (19-6) took an early
